Suspandeci registration of Robert A. Lambert for following reasons : 
3ACKGR0UND : 

Mr.^ Lambert began as a Webelos Leader with this Pack in August of 1979. 
We have no record of any previous adult registration in this Council* He 
assumed the Cubmaster responsibility at chartar renewal in May of 19 80. 
Prior to July of 1980 we received no indication or complaints of any 
abnormal activities . 

Mr. Lambert had volunteered to be a non-oaid volunteer assistant at our 
Cub Scour Day Camp program at Camp Ki-Shau-Wau the last week of the 
season, (July 29 to August 2) and was accepted without reservation and 
assigned to assist with field sports activities - i. e. B-B gun range and 
archery . 

THE FORMAL COMFLAINT : 



On Monday, August ifth, Mr. 
Committee Chai rutan of Cub scou 



Scouting Coordinator and Pack 
r*acJc dtfbb, sponsored by the PTA of Can- 
tennial School, Streator, Illinois, contacted me by telephone and re- 
quested a "personal and conf ident^T* conf erence as soon" as possible. 
Upon granting this reauest, Mr^^^^Jimmediately drove to Peoria (a 
distance of 65 miles ) to relate the following experience: 

While visiting the 
camp on parents day (Saturday) th^K^^^|jynotad a close relationshio 
berween oldest son, Webelos S co u t W jS fi SSiif » j ^ B and Mr* Lambert; hcwever/ 

when questioned about Mr. LambertJ^^| was reluctant to talk about their 
friendship. Finally iW/HHB kegan *o relate his experience to his father, 
starin^that Mr. Lambert had told him not to talic about it. During the_ 
wee ^ BSUS* 13 -^ taken every free time opporrunity to talk to L amb ert. 
who suffers f r om chronic asthma and who was in some discomfort all wee" 
even with his medicarion, had told Lambert about his problem. 

Lambert, evidently in an effort to help the boy, suggestac that |^s|9 think 
about other things - the program f eatures , the fun out-of -doors , etc. ro 
taJce his mind^off his pain. However, the conversation turned to mental 
control of pain, Lambert stating that some people can even in-sert oins and 
i^^LUs into their skin and, because of mental" control, not feel any pain. 
jg^^S|stated he didn't believe that and asked, "Will you uut some pins in 
me to prove I won't feel any pain? ff 

Lambert assented, tock K3T]5j^U n1: ° tile rear of his camper pi ckup whi ch was 
parked nearb^^egoved Ifciiik^lpants and inserted needles in ^M^H 

buttocks. ^^^^^Jcomment to his father was "He was right dad, I didn f t 
feel any pain until he put alcohol (to prevent infection) on' r . 

The fci^S rairLil y docror has confirmed that fe^^B has three small but deep 
puncture wounds in the left buttock and one in the right buttock. Mo 
additional medical artention other than cleansing the wounds was deemed 
necessary . 

Mr ^^^^Jdeeply concerned that his son seems to think nothing of the 
epxsode, and would reauest to have needles inserted in hisbody, has already 
arranged for professional mental counseling for his son. PffT^ffiMas of 
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Augusr cioes not wish to institute legal proceedings against Lambert ; 
hcwever, he did wish to make sure we knew of the incicent and, as a 
/etsran Scoutar with deep regard for the program, expressed his concern 
for the members of Lambert' s pack. 

CONFIRMATION: 



A review of this complaint with Camp Direc tor and Professional Scouter, 

HJef fers , ^adds credance to the iHMBepisoce . At mealtime 
wa^missing» A camp-wida search by members of the camp s taf f 
round in Lambert 's camper with Lambert, although at the time no 

particular significance was attached. 



T wo other episodes occured at camp that involved Lambert that are worthy 
of note : 



1- A Webelos Scou t, during the ovemight experience, either 
wandered away from his cabin or locfced himself out of the 
cabin during the night. He was returned to the group early 
the next morning, evidently unharmed, by Lambert who'had 
let the boy sleep in his camper. Efforts are continuing 
to gain additional information of this episode. 

2. Several phone calls were rec eived by the Camo Director from 
mother ■■■■^^■■^■■MMMHBB' Illinois, 
(a member of Pack 3 018 , Peru T wanting ro knc^how her son 
came by $20.00 which he brought home from canra. A check by 
the director found no camper or s taf f member missing money 
bur the las t phone call the mother made informed them that: 
her son had' f inally told her that he ,! won ,r the money in a 
ft bet [r from the man at the rifle range (Lambert). Efforts are 
aiso continuing to obtain further information on this episode. 

CONCLUSION AND ACTION 



These f indings wer^sviewed with the council Presiden- , Roberr S. Wilkins • 
Considering Mr > R|| ||||ffJcomD laint and with knowledge of his fine reputation 
as a Scouter and in his community, with the doctor's confirmation of the 
puncture wounds , and with the camp staf f confirmation of finding the boy 
within the camper with Lambert we~must conclude that such an act did take 
place. 

In a joint decision, we concur that such an act is of an unacceptable 
nature for a leader in the 3oy Scouts of America and that the membership 
of Mr. Lambert should be suspended immediately. 

Therefore, following procedures outlined in Procedures For Maintaining 
Standards or Laadership , (BSA publication dated February 19 80 ) a letter 
o f suspension was prepared, signed by the president. A meeting was held 
with Hv. Lambert, District Executive Brian" Hershey , Parish priest of 
St. Mary's Church, Father Fitton, and myself on Thursday, August l^th. 

'ollowing the guidelines, Mr. Lambert was not accused but was informed of 
che reasons for suspension, was informed of his right to reauest review, 
but firmly reauested to stou all activity with Scouting. 
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1 1 should be noted that during this meeting, Mr. Lambert was at first 
very venomous in his denials but later did admit to the act saying~it 
*as to remove splinters, 

It would be the conclusion of the president and myself that unless Mr. 
Lambert requests review and is able to successfully gain reversal of* ' 
this decision that he not be granted registration at any future data.
